“Spoiled is an understatement,” conceded Amy Serafin, 35, who monitors her 
i-year-old pup from work via an online nanny cam.

Serafin and her husband, Andrew, recently 
purchased designer dog boots and a pink 
turtleneck sweater for Lucy— hey, a dog can 
be cozy and stylish, right?— and estimate they 
spend more than $500 a month on their only 
pet. 

If that charmed life sounds a little outrageous 
for a canine, the Jefferson Park couple agrees. 

“Yeah, Fm crazy,” Amy told RedEye, adding 
that she tries to do training exercises with Lucy 
to keep her disciplined, but close friends and 
family consider her spoiled rotten anyway 

From the Snuggie for Dogs to heated pet car 
seats to cashmere doggie sweaters that cost as 
much as those designed for humans, there is no 
shortage of high-end products and services for 
pets. And perception be damned— this winter, 
Chicago pet owners are pampering their dogs 
not only to ensure they’re warm, but also to 
keep them looking their best. 

The winter months are prime time for pet 
product shopping, according to the local pet 
boutique owners who talked to RedEye, as 
owners look out for their creatures’ comfort. 
The American Pet Products Association trade 
group (which doesn’t break down spending by 
pet species) estimates that Americans spent 
more than $45 billion on their pets last year, an 
increase of $2 billion over 2008 and a whopping 
$17 billion over 2001. 

But, c’mon, these are canines, first cousins 
of the wolf Are all of the doggy sweaters and 
boots and hats really necessary? 

In short: Yes, local veterinarians say Though 
human-style coats might look a little silly 
on dogs, they are important— especially in 
Chicago. 

Many dog breeds are not naturally equipped 


to handle the harsh Windy City winters and 
should be outfitted in coats (though you can pass 
on the attached hoods) and booties to protect 
their paws when the temperature dips below 
30 degrees, said Rachel Fluegge, veterinarian 
at My Vet Animal Hospital in Bucktown. 

Dogs will signal they need a little help fend- 
ing off the elements by lifting their paws fre- 
quently, shivering, limping or pulling you back 
toward home, she said. (Fluegge’s tip: Use baby 
booties in a pinch to cover your dog’s paws.) 

But the fuzzy dog pajamas and sports jerseys? 
“It’s cute, but I don’t think the dogs appreciate 
it as much as the owners do,” said Fluegge, who 
nevertheless keeps a camera handy in her clinic 
to capture well-dressed clients. 


Some companies have taken the concept of 
dog appreciation beyond spendy Coach leashes, 
offering full-blown pet “experiences” that would 
make most humans drool. In Chicago, Swissotel 
offers the Pampered Pet Getaway, which starts 
at $279. In addition to posh accommodations 
at the luxury hotel for both man and beast, the 
package includes a VIP greeting with a personal 
escort for the pet, gourmet doggy treats, a pet 
body massage, a half-hour walk and a photo 
portrait of dog and owner. 

Danielle LiCalsi, 28, hasn’t checked her pet 
into a luxury hotel just yet, but the South Loop 
resident did give the thumbs-up for her 5-year 
old Maltipoo, Bella, to receive a blueberry facial 
from her groomer. 


Bella wears Santa outfits for Christmas and 
Halloween costumes in the fall, but only if the 
fashions have passed the litmus test conducted 
by Danielle’s husband, Tim. 

“If {he] isn’t embarrassed to walk her alone, 
then I know it’s an acceptable product,” she 
said. 

Family members often remind LiCalsi that 
Bella is “just a dog,” but she doesn’t see it that 
way 

“We treat Bella like our child,” she said. 

Style and sophistication have nothing to do 
with Samantha Franco’s decision to put her 
4-year-old pug, Rigby in winter walking boo- 
ties— the dog’s paws are sensitive to sidewalk 
salt.

The buzz: Brothers Allen and Albert 
Hughes’ first feature directorial effort 
in nine years (“From Hell”) is also the 
umpteenth end-of-civilization-related 
movie in recent memory No vampires 
(“Daybreakers,” “Zombieland”) or CGI 
disasters (“2012”) here, but if we’re 


going to beat this subject to death, we’d 
appreciate some thoughts on how to 
avoid the big collapse. 

The verdict: No doubt your religious 
views will influence how you feel about 
“The Book of Eli.” Me, I wish the movie 
would confront the notion that any- 
thing could become gospel when books 
and literacy are scarce— and that the 
meaning of scripture might change if 
some believe it played a part in an apoc- 
alyptic war. What the film delivers is 
mostly the standard desolation, focused 
around Eli watching over a young girl 
(Mila Kunis) and enlivened only by an 
agile turn from Oldman, who resists 
phoning it in even when the film feels 
terribly superficial.

Cheap, easy and good. It’s the ultimate goal of any weeknight meal. Which is why a one-pot dinner of roasted chicken and 
veggies is an obvious winner. Whole chickens are nearly always less expensive than the bits and pieces. And as long as you 
have a large Dutch oven, you can dump everything together and walk away while it cooks. 

In this recipe, a whole chicken is briefly browned with butter and fresh herbs in a large pot. Some root vegetables —in this 
case carrots and new potatoes, but any can be substituted— and garlic are tossed in, then the whole thing goes into the oven 
while you go do something else. That’s as hard as it gets. A little over an hour later, you’ve got dinner. 





ROASTED CHICKEN WITH ROOT VEGETABLES AND GARLIC 


Ingredients 

» 1 teaspoon garlic powder 
» 2 teaspoons kosher salt 
» 3- to 4-pound whole chicken 
» 3 tablespoons butter 
» 4 sprigs fresh thyme 

» 3 sprigs (each about 4 inches long) 
fresh rosemary 

» 1 yellow onion, quartered 
» 12-ounce bag baby carrots 
»1 pound new potatoes 
»1 lemon, quartered 
» 6 cloves garlic, peeled but left whole 
» Ground black pepper, to taste 


Directions 

1 . Heat the oven to 300 degrees 

2 . Combine the salt and garlic powder, then rub the mixture over and under the 
skin of the chicken. Set aside. 

3 . In a 5 V 2 -quart (or larger) Dutch oven over medium, melt the butter. Add the 
thyme and rosemary. Heat for 30 seconds. 

4 . Add the chicken, breast down, and brown for 4 minutes. Use tongs to carefully 
turn the chicken and brown on the bottom for 6 minutes. 

5 . Arrange the onion, carrots, potatoes, lemon and garlic cloves around the 
chicken, then place the lid over the pot. Transfer to the oven and roast for 1 hour, 15 
minutes, or until the breast reads 160 degrees on an instant thermometer. 

6 . Transfer the chicken to a platter and tent with foil. Use a slotted spoon to transfer 
the vegetables to a serving bowl. Cover to keep warm. Discard the lemons and any 
herb stems from the pot. 

7 . Place the pot over medium heat and bring to a boil. Cook until reduced and 
thickened, about 5 minutes. Adjust seasoning with salt and pepper. Serve drizzled 
over the chicken and vegetables.

Dare to ask Y: 
Chromosome 
evolving at 
rapid pace

WASHINGTON Women may think of men as 
primitive, but new research indicates that the 
Y chromosome— the thing that makes a man 
male— is evolving far faster than the rest of the 
human genetic code. 

A new study comparing the Y chromosomes 
from humans and chimpanzees, our nearest liv- 
ing relatives, show that they are about 30 per- 
cent different. That is far greater than the 2 per- 
cent difference between the rest of the human 
genetic code and that of the chimp’s, according 
to a study appearing online Wednesday in the 
journal Nature. 

These changes occurred in the last 6 million 
years or so, relatively recently when it comes 
to evolution. 

“The Y chromosome appears to be the most 
rapidly evolving of the human chromosomes,” 
said study co-author Dr. David Page, direc- 
tor of the prestigious Whitehead Institute in 
Cambridge and a professor of biology at MIT. 
“It’s an almost ongoing churning of gene recon- 
struction. It’s like a house that’s constantly 
being rebuilt.” 

Before men get too impressed with them- 
selves, lead author Jennifer Hughes offers some 
words of caution: Just because the Y chromo- 
some, which determines gender, is evolving at 
a speedy rate it doesn’t necessarily mean men 
themselves are more evolved. 

Researchers took the most detailed exami- 
nation of the Y chromosome, which females 
do not have, of both humans and chimps and 
found entire sections dramatically different. 
There were even entire genes on the human Y 
chromosome that weren’t on the chimp, said 
Hughes, also of the Whitehead Institute. 

The two-year research took twice as long as 
expected because of the evolutionary changes 
found, Hughes said.

New research shows chronic sleep loss

Scientists teased apart the effects 
of short- and long-term sleep loss and 
found that the chronically sleep-deprived 
may function normally soon after wak- 
ing up, but experience steadily slower 
reaction times as the day wears on, even V 
if they had tried to catch up the previous 
night. 

It is work with important safety implications in an increas- 
ingly busy society, not just for shift-workers but for the roughly 
one in six Americans who regularly get six hours or less of sleep 
a night. 

“We know that staying awake 24 hours in a row impairs per- 


formance to a level comparable to a blood- 
alcohol content beyond the legal limit 
to drive,” said lead researcher Dr. Daniel 
Cohen of Boston’s Brigham and Women’s 
Hospital. 

But when the chronically sleep-deprived 
pull an all-nighter, “the deterioration is 
increased tenfold,” Cohen said. 

The new work shows how two different 
sleep drives impact the brain, one during 
the normal waking hours and the other 
over days and weeks of sleep loss. 

It has critically important ramifications 
for anyone who works “crazy hours” and 
thinks they are performing fine with a few hours of weeknight 
sleep, said Shelby Freedman Harris, behavioral sleep-medicine 
director at New York’s Montefiore Medical Center, who was 
not involved with the new research. 

“Don’t think you can just bank up your sleep on the week- 
end, because it doesn’t work that way,” Harris warned.
